Indifference in the exercise oftheir franchise through which alone can they 
really go ern themselves. : ; 


If the great mass of voters neglect to cast their ballots, democracy is in: 


danger because they are leaving the door wide open to the entry of interested 
parties end cliques and interests with personal axes to grind rather than a 
patriotic desire to advanco the welfare of the country as a whole. All stu- 
dents and lovers of democracy realize the danger that exists, consequently in 
the recent Presidential election an unprecedented effort was made to arouse 
the voters from their apathy and get them to the polling booths. 

In the Presidential election of 1896 when William Jennings Bryan made 
his famous campaign for “free silver,” eighty per cent. of the qualified voters 
went to the polls. A quarter of a century later in 1912 with all the excite- 
ment of a three-cornered contest between Wilson, Taft and Roosevelt, only 
62 per cent: of the voters actually voted, and every election between these 
dates revealed a steady decline. 

During the weeks preceding this year’s election every known device was 
employed by the National Civic Federation in a great “get out the vote” cam- 
paign to remedy this state of affairs and arouse the voters to a sense of their 
responsibility.

Britain To Resume 


Trade With Germany 


Anglo-German Trade Treaty Has Been 
Signed 

The Anglo-German commercial 
treaty has been signed by the repre- 
sentatives of both governments. 

Under the terms drawn up,, Ger- 
many not only grants most favored 
nation treatment to Great Britain, but 
gives guarantees against discrimina- 
tory treatment and limitation of im- 
ports. The British Government binds 
itself to introduce in parliament a bill 
removing all the war restrictions still 
imposed against the Germans in Eng- 
land. This means that no discrimin- 
ation will be made between Germans 
and other foreigners, and Germany 
will be allowed several minor trade 
concessions, f 

Germany’s most favored nation 
clause now places England in the same 
position in trade relations with Ger- 
many as she occupled before the war. 


Murder In Far North 


Ottawa Considers Question of Charg- 
ing Eskimo With Crime 

The department of justice has under 
its consideration the question whether 
a charge of murder will be laid against 
E-Ter-Goo-Yuk, an Eskimo, for the 
death of a_ tribesman, Oob-Pa-Tow- 
Yuk, north of Baker Lake, in the 
Northwest Territories, more than a 
year ago. 

It is understood, however, that steps 
to arrest the murder suspect will hard- 
ly be taken at present for several rea- 
sons. Some doubt exists as to the 
probability of obtaining a conviction 
on the available evidence, and, as 
B--Ter-Goo-Yuk is in the Coronation 
Bay district, the cost of sending a 
patrol to locate him and the expense 
of transporting officers of the crown 
to hold a trial at Chesterfield Inlet 
would be enormous.

In Hearing Of The. 
Crow’s Nest Rate Case 


Ottawa.—Although all the parties 
interested—the appellant provinces, 
Dominion Government, and the rail- 
ways — are prepared to ex- 


pedite the case as much as possible, 
it is now unlikely that the appeal to 
the Supreme Court in the Crow’s Nest 
rate case will be heard before the 
Christmas holidays. Probably, how- 
ever, it will come on early in January, 
s0 that by the time parllament gets 
through with its preliminaries, if not 
before it assembles, the decision will 
be made. There are about 10, cases 
on the list of the fall term still to be 
argued, and they will take all of this, 
and probably next week, as well. It 
is not customary to sit around 
Christmas time if the list is finished. 

The railway commisison has pre- 

pared the questions to be argued. The 
fundamental one is whether, in creat- 
ing thet body, parliament gave it au- 
thority to override the Crow’s Nest 
Q@greement. If the agreement holds, 
the court is asked to say whether it 
applies generally to C.P.R. lines or is 
to be interpreted in that restricted 
sense which confines it to lines exist- 
ing in 1897, and to no others. 

The government probably this week 
will consider judgment on the appeal 
to it. The cabinet has the power to 
suspend the railway commission's de- 
cision if it chooses to do so, or it can 
elect to wait until the Supreme Court

Winter Fishing An Important Industry 
In Canada 

The Natural Resources Latelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa, says: 

Fishing through the ice in winter Is 
one of the activitles of farmers and 
settlers in many parts of Canada, es- 
pecially in the nelghborhood of lakes. 
This industry ts one of considerable 
importance in Western Canada, par- 
the northerly lakes. 


ticularly among 


The lack of railways or highways and 
distance from markets precludes the 
taking of the fish in the open season, 
as thero are no means of packing the 


fresh fish for market. With winter, 
however, fishing is carried on very ex- 
| 


tensively, and large numbers of teams 
are engaged in delivering the frozen 
fish to the nearest railway point. 

The most important fish taken {s the 
whitefish, although pickerel, lake trout 
and other species are taken tn consid- 
erable numbers. When taken the fish 
are allowed to freeze solid, and are 
brought in piled up Uke fireweod on 
slelghg. 

The cold waters of the northern 
lakes produce fish of exceptional qual- 
h not becoming soft, as is 

2 with that of fish taken 
in the warm waters of the 
southerly lakes and streams. 

A large trade has been bullt up with

In Ontarlo and Quebec, however, 
the winter fishing {n the smaller lakes 
and rivers {s done for the purpose. of 
securing a domestic food supply, and, 
while there is no means of knowing to 
what extent this 1s carried on, there 
is no doubt whatever that consider- 
able quantities are taken. In this 
way the fisherles provide a valuable 
source of food and a change in diet 
of many who are not always within 
reach of a fresh meat supply.

| of Canada’s essential industries. It 
was Canada’s first and, for a long 
}time, her only Industry. It contin- 
ued to hold its supremacy when Can-

ufactured state.

Does His Part in Forwardinig ths 
Interests of Justice 

The manner in which the huskie 
dogs provide means of transportation 
during winter over the snow-clad hin- 
terland of Canada, ts  describ- 
ed in a recent issue of the bulletin 
called “Natural Resources,” published 
by the Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, What the camel is to the 
African desert, the huskle is to trans- 
portation over the snowy wastes of the 
Far North. 

“The efficiency of the dog team as a 
mieans of travel is shown by the fact 
that a trained team can make a dis- 
tance of 40 mfles a day and maintain 
this speed for days together. Used 
largely to assist commercial enter- 
prise, the huskie also does his part in 
forwarding the interests of justice and 
order. The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police has 128 trained dogs in its serv- 
ice of which 98 are in use in the North- 
west Territorles, Yukon and the prov- 
ince of Manitoba. These dogs and 
sleds are employed for travelllng be- 
tween the scattered posts, for carry- 
ing the mails, hauling wood and yart- 

| ous other supplies, and for patrol pur- 
poses, investigating a murder charge 
or reporting on some other case.”

Production More Than Doubled In 
Some Parts of Saskatchewan 

Another record 1s established by the 
dairy industry in Saskatchewan, te 
October output of creamery butter 
reaching a peak of 1,129,010 pounds, 
as compared with 596,295 in the same 
month last year. This represents an 
increase of $9.4 per cent. over the Oc- 
tober, 1923, output. 

From January to October this year 
the aggregate output of creamery but- 


ter in the province was 12,189,360 
pounds, compared with 9,677,358 


pounds during the first 10 months of 
1923. This represents an Increase of 
2,512,002 pounds, or 25.9 per cent. 

Production in the central portion of 
the proyince has been more than 
doubled for October, the figures for 
this area being 506,044 pounds in Oc- 
tober, against 212,551 pounds the same 
month last year, an inerease of 138.1 
per cent. In the southern section of 
, the proyince the production for the 
month totalled 314,063 pounds, com- 
pared with 180,878 pounds, October, 
1923, an increase of 73.6 per cent., 
while production in the northern part 
of the province was 308,903 pounds 
last month, fn comparison with 202, 
S71 pounds the same period last year, 
an increase of 52.3 per cent. 

Peak production of creamery butter 
is usual in Saskatchewan between
